Uniform Air Laws 


The 44 state legislatures meet- 


ing this month and next will have 
before them three bills of national 
importance. 
They are the pro- 


posed uniform air laws which have 
been drafted by the National As- 
sociation of State Aviation Offi- 
cials and the National Institute of 
Municipal Law 
Officers, 
after 


consultation with the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration. 


The bills are titled the State 


Aeronautics Department ^Act, the 
State Airports Act, and the State 
Airport Zoning Act. Their general 
purpose is to avoid, before postwar 


, flying expansion begins, the mis- 


takes and federal-state conflicts 
.that have plagued other forms of 
transportation in the past. 


Under the first act. the CAA 


would still make the regulations 
governing the competency of fly- 
ers and airworthiness of planes, as 
it does now. But the registra- 
tion of federal licenses and the 
enforcement of these uniform reg- 
ulations would be in the hands of 
the states. *By this act the states 
would adopt regulations consistent 
with the federal rules, and would 
define their rights to establish and 
maintain airports, and to finance 
and otherwise assist developments 
by the state's political sub-divi- 
eions. 


The State Airport Act would 


give the states a uniform law gen- 
erally concerned with federal aid, 


- financing 
and taxation of state, 


county and city 
airport*. The 


State Zoning Act would protect 
planes, pilots and passengers from 
such hazards as high tension wires 
and tall "buildings in the immediate 
^vicinity of flying fields. 


These proposed laws are the. Te- 


- ^sult of careful study and the con- 
' '«ensus-of many minds.- And they 


eeem eminently" commendable for 
a variety of reasons. Perhaps the 
most important is * that their pas- 
sage would avoid the creation of

Patton got his orders the 19th; 


by the 26th his drive had relieved 
Bastogne, 
broken

pressure and saved Luxembourg. 
His citations no doubt will say 
he moved "promptly," which word

the brilliant 


swiftness of hi§ inspired men.

Meanwhile (26th also) the First 


Army bit off the extreme tip of 
the German drive at Celies, cut 
off and eliminated the Germans 
there, then badly mauled two pan- 
zer divisions. 
All that the Ger- 


mans \vere able to show there- 
after was a counter-attack upon 
Bastogne. 


But as I have said the struggle 


left both sides so greatly weak- 
ened (casualties have not been 
given out) that the final turn 
of the battle, the decisiveness of

Swain and Randall delayed 
their departure to play a game of 
billiards and to have a long and 
nieaningless talk with a music 
master who had com out from 
the village to tune a spinet that 
stood in the large hall, or living 
room. 


They were both saturated -with 
the spirit of leisure which was an 
outstanding quality of life in colo- 
nial Virginia. In this Tespcci 
Puritan New England and Vir- 
ginia -were far apart. The Puri- 
lans were tense, nervous, indus- 
trious and so reluctant io waste 
time thai they labored even when 
there was nothing lo do. 


The Virginians were placid, 


- Irieadly, lazy and pleasure-loving. 


They did «ot mind if tame -were 
•wasted, for they had learned irons 
experience thai many a ihing that 
ought to be done today oould -wait 
vntO tomorrow without Jaarni. 


Their scnsr oi hospitality was so 
remarkable that one may search 
the files of history jn vain Jor a 
parallel. In the 18th century 
a stranger in Virginia, if he 
tvere decent and -wcH-behaicd, 
jnighi have lived lor a year vrilh- 
out any expense lor board and 
lodging, simply c*y moving from 
one locality to another ar.d al- 
lowinc the inhabitants oi the van- 
ous places to eftlertain ham as a 
guest 


This desire lo entertain stran- 


gers showed itself in some rather 
astonishing ways. There src re- 
corded instances of Vjrgmja gen- 
tlemen waiting on horseback on a 
wcB-trave3ed road for Ine purpose 
of intercepting -wayfarers and in- 
viting these travelers to come 
home ivith them as guests. The 
Virginia inns complained Ire- 
qtaently that they could make no 
money becatsse most of the trav- 
elers -who passed through the 
neighborhood were entertained, 
%-iUiout chaise, • 


T7DWARD SWAIN and Henry 


Randall did - I leave \Vjl- 


Hamsburg untU 10 o'clock. About 
a dozen yards behind them rode 
their two servants on shaggy farm 
horses. Swain's man, Dave Pot- 
tle, was white, Won' and "WVish 
by birth. H/- wa- an indentured 
servant -»vho had still t\\-o years to 
serve before his freedom was due. 
Swain had bought him from a 
ship caplain jn 1703 for 2500 
pounds o£ tobacco, -which covered 
She cost of his passage from Bris- 
tol, the money value of which 
was around 12 pounds stcrlinc. 
To repay this debt David had been 
indentured for tcvcn years. Upon 
his release from service his mas-

12 bushels of corn meal and 
a gun worth 20 shillings. 


Randall's servant -,vas a JScgro > 


slave, a native of Africa, alert!

gent. He was about 25 years old. • 
and had been in America inr more < 
lhan JO years. As he had never 
worked in the fields, but h.id al- 
ways been a house bo--, he spoke 
: 


English remarkably well. 


Malhcw. or Mai, took care of 


te master1; clothes and saddle 
horses. Th garments of a gen- 
tleman, in that . cnod ol Virginia 
history, required .. great deal of 
attention, for Ihcy were e*pcn- 
sivc and made wf -del-CD "I** fabrics.

Gailmur. the New York radio news 
interpreter employed by the Ulue 
network, continues to commant 
my Interest. 


This man is an imposter and a 


convicted thief, facts which would 
not necessarily disqualify him foi 
his job, but he is also a propa- 
gandist who damns fascism but 
not communism and, to this ex- 
tent may be said to follow the line. 
Then, too, his sponsor, Samuel J. 
Novick, of the Electronic Corpor 
ation of America, is found among 
the directors of a new radio com- 
pany called the People's Forum 
Foundation, who include several 
known communists. 


When these facts were present- 


ed to the Blue network, the exec- 
utives of the 
company 
decided 


that they were still 
insufficient 


to bar Gailmor and 
his 
propa- 


ganda from the air. 
Such a ver- 


boten would have raised an issne 
of freedom of expression and the 
Blue really would have found it- 
self m a very unpleasant 
situa- 


tion. 


But then we have to remember 


that a recent predecessor of Gail- 
mor In the same ten-minute spot, 
from 11:05 to 31:15 in the evening 
on the local station, WJZ, was a 
man whose personal record was 
entirely clean and whose editorial 
point of view could not be chal- 
lenged from either the right or 
left. This man is George Reedy, 
a Purple Heart veteran of 
the 


First Division in the First World 
War, who left one of his legs in 
France and whose son is a cap- 
tain of aviat'cn in this war.

.Reedy 
occupied this position 


from Nov. 8, 1913, until March 31, 
1911. 
He was then relieved and 


the explanation now given reluct- 
antly by the Blue network is that 
his work did not attract a paying 
sponsor for the time. The Blue 
is not an institution endowed for 
public service and therefore must 
consider "the interests of the box 
office. This client which now pre- 
sents Gailmor with 
his 
propa- 


ganda is spending about $50,000 
a year on the program, a formid- 
able figure, incidentally, by com- 
parison with the company's worth 
as reported by a credit agency in 
1943. 


I never heard Recdy's news an- 


alysis but from long acquaintance 
with him, I 
assume that they 


closely followed the 
news 
and 


merely attempted to explain the 
bulletins. He certainly is not a 
communist or pro-communist and 
it needn't be said that a man who 
suffered as he did for his country 
in one war against Germany would 
never say anything 
that 
coujd 


possibly be twisted into approval 
of Hitlerisrn now. 


Possibly he was just dull and 


therefore unattractive to a com- 
mercial sponsor.

I think Gailmor is dull and in 


the broadcasts which I have heard 
he has wandered far from the 
news and lectured his subjects in 
a rather patronizing way on their 
duty to crush fascism but 
not 


communism. 


But what is 
the 
proposition 


here? 


Radio companies arc 
licensed 


to use the air with an understand- 
ing that they assume certain ob- 
ligations and so we find an other- 
wise unoffending news interpreter 
let out merely because he doesn't' 


ja// up the news in an exciting or 
controversial w>iy and replaced by 
a man who is. to say the best that 
can be »ald for him, questionable. 


Must the Interpretation of the 


news therefore be hysterical 
or 


biased out of respect for the comp- 
any's financial needs? Would it be 
concct to relieve an impartial and 
honest 
interpreter 
because 
he 


couldn't get a sponsor at 500,000 
a year and substitute a declared 
communist or a declared fascist, 
for that matter, who would preach 
dictatorship and poison the mind 
of his audience? I think it must 
be conceded that the audience can 
be imposed on and misled by a 
clever liar because in the begin- 
ning it is conceded that such com- 
rnenatorg are presumed to know 
more than the listening 
public.

•er and a few streams and riveis. 
They like such country because it 
gives them room to maneuver and 
flank enemy defenses instead of 
cracking them headon. 


"Shooting Gallery" Targets 


But in this wintry fairyland, 


where snow-covered forests are 
decked like a million modernistic 
Christmas trees, armored columns 
must crawl like ungainly beetles 
along the 
center of ice-glazed 


roads. There they become "shoot- 
ing 
gallery" 
targets for well 


placed enemy anti-tank guns. 


"Even so, weather and the ter- 


rain cause us more trouble than 
the German guns," said one ar- 
mored commander. "I have lost 
the use of more tanks from weath- 
er since this offensive began than 
I have from Von Rundstedt's anti- 
tank guns. 


"When one of my tanks slides 


off these slippery roads it is like- 
ly to throw a tread—and it takes 
some repairs to get it going 
again." 


And when a tank or half-track

riding 
along 
with 


them can reduce battle peril by 
knocking out ambushing anti-tank 
guns. 
But for the infantrymen 


who tramp beside the tanks or the 
crews who ride inside them there 
is no relief from the spirit-sapping- 
cold. 


Unlike the Aachen and Duren. 


fronts in Germany, where there 
are many dwellings in which the 
soldiers could find shelter, this 
vast Ardennes battlefield has few 
homes or buildings where troops 
can snatch a few hours of warmth 
and rest. 


.JHere they can heat their chill f>d 


bodies only when they pause long 
enough ,to build log fires—and 
during an attack these periods are 
few. 
For many hours tankmen 


must sit cramped and freezing in 
their cold iron warhorses. 


Yet despite prolonged exposure 


to frigid temperatures morale is 
very high. 


Perhaps the best reason was 


given by one shivering but still 
wise-cracking tank gunner: 
* ''The fireside I want to get back 
to is at home." he said, "and I 
know damned well we ain't going 
to get these while there are any 
Jerries left in Belgium."

soil is red, almost a clay, and you

[ields of pineapple and sugar cane. 
The sugar cane grows to a height 
of 
eight 
feet 
and 
gradually 


branches out and looks like a giant 
blade of grass It is six inches in 
diameter at the base and looks as 
:hough a huge rubber band en- 
circled the base. 


We have a wonderful beach just 


a short distance away and go 
swimming 
almost 
every day. 


Sometimes -we borrow a carbine 
and go hunting wild boar in the 
rills. We hunt pheasant with 
buckshot in a 45 pistol. We swim, 
lunt, read, write, play baseball or 
iust sit under a palm tree and look 
at the ocean. The weather here is 
serfect. 
Our food is excellent. 


This island is surely a paradise for 
those who are fortunate enough to 
be located here permanently. The 
ocean changes to different shades 
of blue—sometimes it is a dark 
blue, then at other times an azure 
blue. 


I have ever seen more glorious 


sunsets. Sometimes it rains and 
Jirough the ramv you see a beau- 
tiful rainbow, still there is not a 
iloud in the sky—can't understand 
it. 


I wish you would send me the 


addresses of my schoolmates and 
friends who are on the island here 
[ can't find them unless I know 
their APO and what outfit they 
are in.
